Our History 


The development of Methodism in Griffith began with the appointment of two supply ministers, the Rever- 
end E. T. George and the Reverend A. W. Smith, by the Northwest Indiana Conference of The Methodist 
Episcopal Church in 1893. Religious services were held in homes, storerooms, and then in the Town Hall. The 
first “class” was organized in 1914 with the Reverend R. O. Hills, a student at Garrett Seminary, as the minister. 


The first building was erected in 1915, 
consisting of a basement, two classrooms 
and sanctuary. The cost was $5,000 and 
the membership was only twelve. By 
1917 it had grown to sixteen of which 
William and Adolph Penning and Clay- 
ton Watkins are still active members. In 
1920 the church building burned forcing 
the group to meet again in the Town 
Hall.

In 1921 a new building was placed at the north- 
east corner of Broad and Columbia Streets. Con- 
structed of brick this T-shaped building included a 
sanctuary seating 200, six classrooms on the second 
floor and in the basement, also a dining room and 
kitchen. There were 61 members on the roll and 
122 in the Church School. Mrs. Emma Summers 
Collins organized the first Chancel Choir. 

During the six-year pastorate of the Reverend 
Marion Bishop the leadership more than doubled 
and the Church School attendance increased 70%. 
In 1950 the new addition, at a cost of $73,000 which 
provided more classrooms, a chapel, church office 
and minister’s study was constructed of Bedford 
stone, with the windows of cathedral art glass. 


Situated in the rapidly expanding and cutting 
edge of the Chicago suburban area it soon became 
evident that new quarters must be sought. During 
the long and very successful pastorate of the Rever- 
end W. M. Littrell a new interest in building for 
the future began to stir among the members. On 
September 13, 1959 ground was broken for the re- 
location of the congregation with the Reverend 
Otis Collier, district. superintendent as speaker. 
After Building Committee members each turned a 
spade of earth, children and adults together pulled 
an old fashioned plow across the earth breaking 
more ground. 


On July 24, 1960 at four o'clock in the afternoon the service for Laying the Cornerstone was held on the 
new site. Into the cornerstone were placed Volume I, Issue | of Together, Revised Standard Version of the New 
Testament and Psalms, a copy of the 1956 Discipline, the Order of Worship for Ground Breaking and Corner- 
stone laying, a history of the First United Methodist Church in Griffith, the Year Book of the Woman's Society 
of Christian Service, the Budget, a list of the Members and Official Board Members. 


The architect for the building of this edifice was Mr. 
Kenneth Williams of Kokomo, Indiana and on August 26, 
1959 the contract was awarded to the A, B. Cooper Con- 
struction Company of Gary, Indiana. 


Many anxious persons were constantly watching 
as the building began to slowly rise above the horizon. 
Foremost among these were the Chairman of the 
Building Committee, Mr. Lynn Darin, Mr. Elmer 
Yahnke, Treasurer, and the Reverend Wilburt M. 
Littrell, minister. 


In 1941 the women of the church organized the Women’s Society of Christian Service which played a large 
part in the new building becoming a reality in later years, When the move was made into the new facilities, Mrs. 
Clarence Downey was president and gave able direction in the planning and equipment of the new kitchen. 


At the present time Mrs. Frances Ready is president and has led the society in a number of interesting pro- 
jects that have made significant contributions to the life of the women in the church. The six circles meet 
monthly under the guidance of chairmen and co-chairmen while the president supervises the work of the society 


when they meet once a month in Littrell Fellowship Hall. 


The beautiful Chrismon tree, created under the leadership of Mrs. Dan Mercer, is a gift to the church from 
the members of the society, The religious symbols were also made by members of the society clearly indicating the 


craftsmanship and creativity of its women. 


Through their contributions World Missions is sup- 
ported annually, the Lucille Raines Home for Girls in 
Indianapolis is aided in its mission, Mental Health, local 
projects in the district and conference, and many other 
worthwhile needs claim the attention and financial support 


of the women. 


On February 15, 1961 the move into new facilities 
was completed and the Consecration Order of Sery- 
ice was held on Sunday, April 23rd with Bishop 
Richard Campbell Raines, Bishop of the Indiana 
Area of The Methodist Church as the preacher. In 
this he was assisted by Dr, Otis L. Collier, superin- 
tendent of the Calumet District, the Reverend Wil- 
burt M. Littrell, Senior Minister, the Reverend 
Roger Lynn, Associate Minister, and the Chancel 
Choir under the direction of Mrs. Milford Christen- 
sen, with Mrs. Donald Smith at the organ. Presen- 
tation of the building for Consecration was made 
by Mr. Lynn Darin, Chairman of the Building 
Committee. 


The governing body of the church, the Official 
Board, administered the business of the church 
during the period of building and financing the 
debt. The Trustees carried the responsibility for 
the board acting as the legal corporation. And the 
debt was successfully completed while Mr. Elmer 
Yahnke served as the chairman of board, now 
known as the Administrative Board. 


From a membership of 12 to more than 1,600 
members the church has expanded until now it 
must serve many, many more in days of growth and 
rapid development. We must accept the dare of the 
future and face ahead.
